2. The claimed invention was made in the U.S. prior to the publication of 
Feng et al., 1996, M fflV-l Entry Cofactor: Functional cDNA Cloning of a Seven- 
Transmembrane, G Protein-Coupled Receptor," Science 272:872-876, and prior to the 
publication of Cohen, 1996, "Research News: Likely fflV Cofactor Found," Science 272:809-

experiments presented in the above-captioned application were performed in the U.S.
